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Autumn Colours 


At the moment I think the autumn 
ageant is just at its last glory, Another 
Bh windy nights and the flaming banners 
of beech and chestnut will be battered 


down by the blustering van of winter. 


But while there are yet bright, still days 
the trees, motionless like trees in a stage 
They assume 


an individuality of shape and colour that 


setting, are at their best. 


they have at no other time of the. year. 


Later on, in winter, except for those who. 
know trees well, they will all look a little 


too like one another. A little earlier, in 
the summer, they tended to merge into 
great masses of inseparable greenery; but 
now the differences of colour make" each 
tree stand out in shape and moulding. 

The wild cherry is, Í think, the brightest 
of all, and this year is particularly vivid, 
its wine-reds shading into purple. “The 
bronze of the beech is rich, too, and the 
linden has faded into a pale—almost into 
a primrose yellow that is full of light.

it leaves black finger-prints on the leaves. 
This, I feel, must have been the thing 
Shelley had in mind, this fever-spotted 
sycamore leaf, in— 

Yellow and black-and pale and hectic-red 

Pestilence stricken multitudes... 
The horse chestnut, however, is the great 
glory of the autumn woods, for in no other 
tree do we get such a blended variety of 
colour. With this profusion and the 
candelabra-like branches she~ is, indeed, 
the queen of the autumn pageant. 


A Dervish Parallel 


The setting up of a pro-Italian rival for 
the Throne of Abyssinia in the person of 
Ras Gugsa after his defection from the 
reigning Negus, is not without parallel. 
On one occasion, indeed, it was Dervish 
invaders from the Sudan who favoured this 
plan for weakening the Abyssinian enemy. 
This happened a'few years before the final 
British conquest of the Sudan, The 
Dervishes, under the Emir Abu Anga, had 


invaded Abyssinia, and even sacked 
Gondar, the former capital, defeating 


strong forces under Ras Adal. This defeat 
had as one of its consequences the addption 
by the Makada tribesmen, on Abyssinia’s 
north-western border, of the doctrines of 
Mahdiism.. Another was that Todros 
Kasa, second son of the Todros Kasa—or, 
as English history knows him, King 
Theodore—who committed suicide when 
the British, under Napier, ‘had stormed 
Macdala, turned up at Galabat, in the 
Sudan, and offered to the Dervishes his 
services against his countrymen. The 
Khalifa Abdullah received him with much 
ceremony in Omdurman, not yet conquered 
by the British, and undertook to make 
him Negus of Abyssinia in return for an 
annual tribute and the conversion of the 
Abyssinians to Mohammedism. Todros's 
eldest brother had been carried off to 
England, where he died, Togros himself 
wandered around the Sudan avoid the 
Negus John’s ill-will, and was always 
accompanied by two young children and a 
red umbrella, which made him a figure of 
fun. He never sat on the throne, because 
the exhaustion of war compelled the 
making of a Dervish-Abyssinian peace even 
after John had fallen in battle agains@the 
Dervishes. : 


AA Woman Doctor 


Dr. Margaret O’Doherty, who has been 
appointed as medical officer for Balbriggan, 
was one of the most brilliant of the young 
lady medicals in the National University 
in the last years of the world war. She 


is a daughter of a well-known County 
Fermanagh family—the Irvines—and is 
the wife of Mr. Joseph O’Doherty, 


T.D. for Donegal, and one of the few poli- 
ticians who have passed from the lower 
House of the Oireachtas to the Senate, 
and then back again to the Dail. A friend 
tells me that the marriage was very quiet, 
but very exciting to the few who were 
concerned in it. It took place in Dublin 
on the Sunday following the deportation 
on Saturday morning of Messrs. de Valera, 
Griffith and other Sinn Fein leaders in 
what was described as Mr. Shortt’s 
“ German Plot ” in 1918. Dr. Irvine, as 
she then was, had qualified after a dis- 
tinguished course, and at the time held an 
important post in an English hospital. 
She crossed over by the night mail on 
Saturday from Holyhead, and when she 
reached that Welsh port found that a big 
group of Sinn Feimers were detained there 
after the round-up of Friday night, and 
were awaiting internment. Knowing that 
her fiancé was engaged on special military 
work for the Irish Volunteers, she 
wondered whether she was really coming 
to: a wedding without a bridegroom, but 


decided that she would come on to Dublin 
anyhow. Luckily Mr. O’Doherty had not 
been found when his lodgings were 


raided on the Friday night, and on Satur- 
day morning he was the cold and impas- 
sive spectator—from outside the cordon— 
of the unsuccessful search made for him- 
self at the Volunteer offices in Bachelor's 
Walk.

Herr Uon Papen 
Captain von Papen, now German 


Ambassador in Vienna, is, I see, again in 
the news. This time the publicity he is 
getting comes through damaging revelations 
about his activities in the United States 
in the first years of the World War, made 
in the recently published reminiscences of 
“Mr. Robert Lansing, President Wilson's 
Secretary of State for War. Herr von 
Papen, it will be remembered, was’ then 
Military Attaché in the German Embassy 
in Washington until Count von Bernstoff 
had to send him home as persona nen 
grata to the United States Government on 
complaints made by Mr. Lansing through 
President Wilson. While in Washington 
Herr von Papen was one of the inter- 
mediary agents through whom communi- 
cations passed to Berlin from the Irish 
revolutionaries in Dublin and U.S.A. in 
reparation for the insurrection of Easter 
Week. He and the late John Devoy acted 
in this affair for the German and Irish 
parties respectively. In the famous raid 
by United States secret service men on 
the New York office of Herr von Igel, one 
of the German Secretaries, some of the 
von Papen-Devoy documents were dis- 
covered, and through them the Britisa 
Government got information on the nego- 
tiations for the landing of German arms 
in Ireland. ~ Herr von Papen was sent 
back to Germany under British safe 
escort, but, in spite of a warning from a 
member of the staff of Devoy’s paper, the 
Gaelic American, he carried other dócú- 
ments with him, and these were discovered 
in a search at Falmouth. “Mr. Lansiny 
now accuses him of outrages against 
United States property and neutrality, an. 
it is stated that an aggrieved member of 
the German Embassy staff kept a British 
agent fully informed of these activities. 


Brown Bread

about brown bread prompts me to write 
to inquire if any of your medical readers 
would enlighten the public as to the 
results of the Commission set up, I think, 
by the British Medical Association some 
years ago to imvestigate the relative 
nutritional values of brown and white 
bread. As far as I remember, the much- 
abused white bread, which was alleged 
to be lacking in certain important 
nutritional qualities, was triumphantly 
vindicated, it being shown that its greater 
digestibility made it’ far more suitable 
for the average consumer than the much- 
Jauded brown bread. I remember thinking 
at the time how much in line with 
“‘common-sense’’ thinking this was, and 
I have ventured to write to you on the 
topic so that parents who are anxious 
about correct diet may be reassured, and 
that readers whose digestion is not com- 
parable to that of their stronger brethren 
may enjoy. their delicate white loaf with 
equanimity and in peace!

Now and 
again there is a film like ‘‘ Sunshine 
Susie ’’ where the music is worked natur- 
ally into the story, but that does not 
happen often. Nowadays, if a film com- 
ny can collect half a dozen catchy tunes 
it can rely on them to ‘‘carry’’ the 
crudest story, oz, if it wishes to appeal 
to somewhat higher tastes, it can re-hash 
the life of Schubert. The musical: film 
gives far too much scope to intellectual 
laziness, and it would be better for the 
cinema if popular tunes were not quite 
such a guarantee of success.

Mr. Lavery said that he was not submitting 
that tears in themselves, apart from the other 
happenings, wee evidence of the girls 
distress, but they were not tears of joy or 
love-sickness 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that, the High 
Court had made no specific declaration about 
the appellant being beaten by her father. 

Mr, Laver} sai» that the appellant's father 
had admitted that he had bratally treated 
his daughtcr, ana the trial Judge's comment 
on that was: “‘ Yon, on your own evidence, 
are a pretty specimen,’ 

The Chief Justice asked Mr, Lavery did 
he suggest that the Rev. B. F, Good was 
not aware of all the facts when he per- 
formed the marriage ceremony, 

Mr. Lavery replied that his suggestion 
was that Mr. Good did not know what was 
being done in the bosom of the Graham 
family. 

The Chief Justice—What was being done? 

Mr. Lavery—She was: being beaten and 
threatened. Proceeding, he said that one 
of the difficulties in the case hand been the 
reticence of Mrs. Morton. about some 
incidents, Her reticence, however, ‘was 
understandable in viey of her situation in 
life. If she had been a society woman, 
accustomed to reading of. divorce cases, she 
might have given a vivid atcount of her 
sufferings—of how her father had beaten 
her and coerced her into this marriage—and 
her description would probably have 
impressed the Court more than the taciturn 
description she actually gave. He submitted 
that a remark like that which she made to 
her sister on the morning of her wedding 
day—when she said ‘she wished she were 
going to her funeral—threw a flood of light 
on the whole situation.

fewer than 34,000 have been “ on the dole’’ 


for more than five years. Many of them 
come from the mining districts, and nearly 
all of them, we may guess, are children 
of the age, in so far as they have been 
taught one kind of task, and cannot turn 
easily to another. For them the situation 
is almost desperate. Unless the industries 
return to their towns they can have little 
hope, and the inquiry on the depressed 
areas showed all too plainly that many of 
the industries will not return. Mean- 
while, every month that they are forced to 
spend in idleness makes them the less 
suited for work of any kind. There is an 
obvious need for special measures to deal 
with this problem, and the various plans 
now being attempted by the British 
Government may discover a solution. 
People in the worst areas are being 
encouraged to migrate to centres where 
work is more easy to find, great relief 
schemes will be set up to provide for 
others, and a “ back to the land ” move- 
ment may absorb the rest. If these plans 
fail, others will have to be tried; for it 


‘would be both inhuman and dangerous to 


let the situation stand where it is at 
present. - . 


The Aryan Myth 


Dr. Jalian Huxley and ‘Dr. A. C. 
Haddon, two young English scholars, have 
dealt a heavy blow at the Nazi theories of 
a superior Aryan race. In a book in which 
they survey a number of racial problems 
they declare roundly that there is no such 
thing as an Aryan race, The adjective 

“* aryan ”" applies exclusively to language ; 
and the idea of a breed of pure Nordies, 
particularly in Germany, where one child 
in every eight is officially illegitimate, is 
preposterous. The average man who knows 
anything about European history will wel- 
come the downright bluntness of these two 
professors. When Gobineau more than 
eighty years ago propounded his theory of 
superior Aryanism, few scholars of any 
note paid the least attention to him, but 
the Germans seized upon the idea, and 
then Houston Stewart Chamberlain, thé 
renegade Englishman... who married 
Wagner's daughter, went even farther than. 


|} Gobineau, and exploited the Nordic theory 


for all that he was worth. It only remained 
for Alfred Rosenberg and the Nazi pro- 
pagandists to reducé the whole business to 
the absurdity of to-day. No race in Europe 
is pure, least: of all, possibly, the 
Prussians. They virtually all have 
Slavonic blood in their veins, and, 
although, doubtless, the more extreme 


| Nazis would regard the Russians as 
| Aryans, even they hardly would extend 


the blessed term” to the Mongols or the 
Tartars. “The Germans, like the British, 
are cross-bred, and it. would be almost as 
difficult. to find a pure-blooded Teuton as 
it would be to find a pure-blooded Gael. 
Racial purity is largely an illusion. In 
this country, as in Germany, one hears 
much about thoroughbred natives; but 
where are they to be found? Although our 
people live on an island, they have been 
intermingled’ from time to time. with 
Milesians, with Normans, with Danes, and 
even with the hated ‘‘ Saxons,’’ until they 
have become almost as thorough mongrels | 
as their neighbours in Great Britain. 
Indeed, the Jews, who are so much 
maligned throughout the world, probably 
constitute the purest of the civilised races, 
and it is peculiarly ironic that the Nazis’ 
contempt should be poured so lavishly on 
them. One of these days, perhaps, sanity 
will return to high quarters in Berlin, and 
we shall hear no more about the Aryans. 
In the meanwhile, most sensible folk will 
lose no. sleep over their lack of taintless 
blood. It is a Wise man who can be

The assault began at dawn on ‘Friday 
with a series of attacks by ten aeroplanes. 
The ‘planes dropped bombs on enemy posi- 
tions and swooped low to rake them with 
machine-gun fire. Five of the aeroplanes 
were hit by rifle fire, but they were not 
brought down. 

While the aepepianes were still passing 
overhead the Dubats went forward, side 
by side with the followers of Sultan Olal- 
Dinle, the native chief of the Shibeli 
region, who has gone over to the Italians.

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BRITISH PILOT - 
BURNT TO DEATH 


FAMOUS AIRWOMAN 
INJURED 


| A VICKERS Virginia bomber stationed 

at the Royal Air Force aerodrome 
at Andover, Hants, crashed and burst into 
flames yesterday, and its occupant 
Acting-Sergeant, Edwin Aubrey Brett, of 
the 9th Bomber Squadron, was killed. 

He was trapped under the machine, and 
so great was the heat that it was sf ee 
sible to approach it. The machine had 
taken off from Andover Aerodrome with 
five other machines for exercise only a few 
minutes before the crash occurred. 


PILOT TRAPPED 


The craft apparently nose-dived when 
not more than a mile from the aerodrome, 
and fell in a clover field about 400 yards 
off the main Andover-Amesbury road. The 
fire tender and ambulance which dashed 
from the aerodrome had to go along a 
cart track in order to reach the burning 
"plane. 

The heat was so great, however, that no 
one could approach within fifty yards of 
the wreckage, and it was, therefore, im- 

ossible to make any attempt to rescue 

ergeant Brett. The pilot was trapped in 
the ‘plane apparently under one of the two 
ra agus. and ambulance attendants could 
only stand by helpless while the machine 
was quickly reduced to a mass of blackened 
wreckage. 

All the time other machines from the 
aerodrome were circling overhead. 


SPECTATOR'S STATEMENT 
Mr. Charles Viney, of George Yard, 


Andover, who was working in a fiel 
about 300 yards away, was one of the 
first to arrive on the scene, ‘It was 
useless to try to get near the burnin 
wreckage owing to the great heat, 
he said. ‘‘ One could hardly believe 
that it would burst into such a 
blaze in the short space of time that 
elapsed from the moment we saw the 
bomber disappear, followed by a bang— 
presumably from the crash—and a cloud 
of smoke, to the time we got to the field 
where it fell.” 


FAMOUS WOMAN PILOT

MISS RUTH NICHOLS 
BADLY INJURED

TROY (NEW YORK), Monday. 


Miss Ruth Nichols, the famous woman 
_aviator, was seriously injured to-day, 
together with five other persons, when a 
twenty-seater "plane whic 
¢rashed in flames near the Troy Airport. 
Miss Nichols, who was severely burned, 
was rushed to hospital, where an operation 
was- performed. 

The full extent of her injuries is not 
yet known, but it is lieve that she is 
not in immediate danger of death. Miss 
Nichols was flying with a pilot and two 
mechanics, hid had been giving an exhibi- 
tion of flying when the "plane appeared 
to develop mechanical trouble. 


FLAMES 20 FEET HIGH 


She at once headed for the airport, but 
the ’plane crashed into a vegetable garden 
when close to the earth and immediately 
burst into flames, which, according to an 
eye-witness, rose to a height of 23 feet. 
The horrified spectators were, however, just 
able to drag the occupants from the 'plane 
before the flames reached them and com- 
pletely destroyed the machine. Two of the 
he persons were passengers in the 

ane. 

Miss Ruth Nichols, who is 34 years of 
age. and began flying thirteen years ago, 
set up in 1931 three world’s records for 
women—an altitude record at 27,418 fect, 
a speed record of 210.754 miles per hour, 
and a long distance record of 1,977 miles 
from Oakland, California, to Louisville, 
Kentucky. She also established a trans- 
continental record, flying from Los 
Angeles to New York in 13 hours 21 
minutes. She also attempted to fly the 
Atlantic, but crashed at New Brunswick. 


GRAVE INJURIES 
After examination the doctors revealed 


‘that. Miss Nichols’s injuries were very 


grave, ond that she was in a critical 
condition. She has fractured her wrists 
and ankles, has a broken nose, lacerations 
of the face, and also, it is feared, internal 


injuries.

know in a few days.” The pilot of the 
"plane, Captain Harry Hublitch, was also 
very badly injured, and is in a New York 
hospital. The other occupants of the 
‘plane were not seriously hurt. The 
ayes had just set out for Florida when 
the engine trouble which caused the crash 
developed. As it fell it crashed into some 
trees, and the cabin was partly torn off. 
Miss Nichols was found sitting in her 
seat 30 feet away from the blazing 
wreckage.

a leaflet in the following form, and have 


d }a copy handed to each campaign worker 


as he is taken into employment :— 

“The Board has entered into agree- 
ments with unions recognised by the 
Trade Union Congress regarding the 
wages and conditions of loyment 
in their factories, and the following 
paragraph is included in an agree- 
ment made with the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union— 

‘The Board are prepared to restrict 
the employment of permanent workers, 
save a few engaged on work of a con- 
fidential nature, to such as are mem- 
bers of a trade union recognised by 
the Trade Union Congress. All! ques- 
tions regarding wages and conditions 
of emp — will be negotiated 
through the respective trade unions 
recognised by the Trade Union Con- 
gress. It is not the practice of the 
company to consider representations 
as regards wages and conditions put 
forward by unorganised workers, and 
this practice will not be altered as 
long as trade unions recognised by the 
Trade Union Congress are in a posi- 
tion to speak for the workers,’’ 

2. That a consultative committee to deal 
with local labour difficulties shall be 
established at each factory; that these 
committees will deal only with labour 
difficulties arising in connection with cam- 
paign workers; that the labour representa- 
tion on the committee is to be limited to 
four who are to be nominated by the Trade 
Union Congress, and of whom at least 
three are to be campaign workers in the 
factory. | 

3. That the agreement dated ólst Octo- 
ber, 1934, be confirmed for the coming cam- 

aign, together with such modifications as 
fet ulready been agreed between the 


parties.

THE EMPTY CHAIR 


In a leading article on Germany's 
ceasing to be a member of the League ol 
Nations, The Times observes to-day :— 
When Germany joined the League the 
rightful aim, and in large part the effect 
of her adhesion, was to efface an unnatural 
division in Europe which British opinion 
had long deplored. The value of a 
common code to greater unity, confidence 
and understanding in Europe was mani- 
fest. A community of obligation in the 
things regarded as essential is necessary 
to the sense of security in any society, and 
some such community was expressed in 
the code. 

Now that Germany has reversed her 
decision and ceases to be bound by. the 
League's charter, its value is again demon- 
strated, though in a negative way. hen 
a nation rejects unconditionally the most 
straightforward assurance of co-operation 
that other nations can receive, best 
guarantee which they can ask—and are 
themselves prepared to give—for future 
policy has gone. The liberation of Ger- 
many from the Covenant, while it justified 
no predictions, answers no doubts. Thus 
the conjunction of that event with the 
conflict provoked by another Power’s open 
defiance of the Covenant necessarily moves 
the neighbours of Germany to look with 
increased vigilance for indications of the 
future, and to ask what conception of 
German interests is to govern German 
policy. What they can say with certainty 
up to the present is that no official state- 
ment of foreign aims by Herr Hitler since 
he took office has been incompatible with 
the principle which the British and other 
Governments are now vigorously defend- 
ing. . He has professed, and professes 
still—one reference to Memel excepted— 
his detachment from the genera] concerns 
of aril 3 He confines himself to main- 
taining-his country’s right to complete its 
defences against unspecified contingencies, 
and to perfect the uprdising of its power, 
self-respect and prosperity, No one is 
contesting that right, and this country 
has expressly acknowledged it by the con- 
clusion of the naval agreement,

: leted by the well-known Belfast 
firm of Messrs. Boyd and Co., who have 
taken over the entire stock of the distillery 
of Messrs. J. and J. McConnell, Ltd., pro- 
prietors of “ Old Cro ” whiskey. 

The transaction is one of the largest 
which has taken place in the North of 
Ireland for many years, and involves the 
entire stock of spirits, including tens of 
thousands of gallons of “ Old Cro,’’ Scotch 
whiskies, rum, gins, brandies, etc., in- 
cluding the goodwill and trade marks. 


EXPORT AND HOME TRADES 

Mr. 8S. Wilson Boyd, principal of the 
firm of Messrs. Boyd and Co., and chair- 
man of the Old Bushmills Distillery Co. , 
Ltd., stated yesterday that he could not 
state the quantity of spirits involved in 
the transaction, or the price paid by his 
company, but declared that the deal was 
one of the largest which has taken place 
in the country in recent years. 

It was the intention of his firm, he de- 
clared, to sell a very large part of the 
whiskey in bulk to wholesalers in Canada 
and the United States for blending 
purposes. There is in America, he said, a 
g market for “ straight’’ whiskies 
which carry age certificates of from 12 to 
15 years. 

He further pointed out that the claims 
of the home market have not been over- 
looked. It is his intention to retain a 
sufficient stock to satisfy the demands of 
home patrons. i 


GREAT FIRE RECALLED 

It is about 160 years since Messrs. J. and 
J. McConnell commenced to manufacture, 
and it was one of the dozen firms which 
helped to make Belfast and the district an 
important whiskey-producing centre. The 
firm’s distillery is situated on the Raven- 
hill road, Belfast, and it has large stores 
in Dunbar street, covering 263,000 square 
feet, offices in Corporation street, Belfast, 
and another distillery at Stromness, in 
the Orkney Islands..The firm was founded 
in 1776 and was registered as a limited 
company in 1885. 

The Dunbar street store was burned 
in April, 1909, when half a million 
gallons of whiskey and other spirits were 
destroyed, involving a loss of nearly 
£200 ,000. : 

The fire burned for over twelve hours, 
and Dunbar street was a river of blazing 
whiskey. The store was subsequently re- 
built.

NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE GOVERNMENT

The English miners yesterday opened 
negotiations with the Government in 
regard to wages, and they state that if 
negotiations fail a national ballot of the 
coalfields on the subject of a strike will be 
taken on the eve of the general election. 
The ballot, it is proposed, shall be taken 
on November 11, 12 and 13. The Execu- 
tive, however, has power to suspend it, or 
even abandon it, if ‘‘ substantial conces- 
sions ' are obtained. 

The demand of the miners is for a flat 
rate advance in wages of two shillings a 
shift for adults and one shilling for 
youths. So far, the owners have refused 
to meet the miners to discuss the question 
nationally, and they adhere to their con- 
tention that wages must be adjusted in 
the districts. 

Yesterday the National Executive of the 
Mineworkers’ Federation, which ha- been 
authorised to carry on negotiations, met 
the Secretary for Mines (Captain Crook- 
shank) to renew the request for pressure 
to be brought to bear on the coal-owners 
to confer with the miners nationally on a 
national basis and for a national agree- 
ment. 

The following statement was 
afterwards from the Mines Department :— 
“The Executive of the Mineworkers’ 
Federation of Great Britain, introduced by 
the President (Mr. Joseph Jones) met the 
Secretary for Mines and put before him 
certain proposals in connection with the 
miners’ demand for an increase of wages. 
After full discussion Captain Crookshank 
promised to put the proposals before the 
Government without delay.” 

Later Mr. Jones told a reporter that the 
National Executive of the Federation was 
staying on in London to-day to be avail- 
able, if necessary, in the event of any 
communication being received from the 
Government.

tion of more coal. 

This statement was made hy Mr. W. R. 
Gordon, director of the Coal Utilisation 
Council, at yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, held in the Metropole 
Restaurant. Recently, he said, a Coal 
Utilisation Committee had been set up for 
the Irish Free State, with the fullest co- 
operation, not only of coal importers, but oi 
those engaged in the production of Trish 
anthracitey These were represented on the 
commattee, and would directly. benefit from 
the. work done in making better known, the 
advantages, economy and comfort of using 
coal for domestic and _ industrial pur- 
poses. He noted that the electrical power 
statiofs.at Dublin and Cork were still 
rum) on coal; shortage’ of “Water in summer 
and the greater electrical’ lead in winter 
necessitated coal to supplement supplies of 
power from Ardnacrusha. 

The object of the Council was to find new 
uses for coal, and to énablé consumers to 
get the fullest value of money spent on it. 
It was hoped, as a result of. the economics 
arising from the scientific use of modern 
appliances that consumers could afford more 
fires in the houses, or.use existing fires more 
continuously. The Council was opposed to 
waste, and in favour of fuel economy, 
believing that a satisfied customer was the 
best advertising agent, and that economy in 
consumption per unit, whether that unit is 


grate, means a larger consumption in the 
aggregate. 

Despite developments in other directions, 
Mr. Gordon stated that the world output of 
coal (including lignite) was still on a gigantic 
scale—1,267 million metric tons in 1934, a 
RS actually greater than that íor 1913 
(1,256 million), in spite oí the world depres- 
sion. 


IRISH COAL 


From the anthracite coalfields: of Kilkenny 
and Offaly 90,000 tons are raised annually 
and 400 men employed. In the coalfield of 
North-West Connaught 12,000 tons of bitu- 
minous' coal per annum are produced. The 
Kilkenny anthracite, said Mr. Gordon, is of 
very high quality and compares with the 
best Welsh. 

Continuing, Mr. Gordon said—‘‘If the 
installation of central heating is considered 
to be too much of an undertaking in a small 
house, there: are: -continuous-burning stoves 
which are cheap to buy and most economical 
to run, and which effectively banish chill and 
damp throughout the winter months. In 
cooking there has in recent years been a 
tendency to turn away from coal; but now 
that the appliance. makers have set their 
minds te-the problem and have evolved up-to- 
date, convenient and economical cookers, 
coal is going to regain its supremacy in the 
kitchen. As for the open fire, it needs no 
advocate in our climate... Its comfort, “cheer- 
fulness and health-giving properties are 
greatly recognised; and it has the supreme 
advantage that you can enjoy it for-one half- 
penny an hour.” 

The production of smokeless fuel from 
coal is, he ‘said, already a considerable 
industry. 


ENGINEERS TO HELP - 


People often complained of the costs of 
distributing coal, but they forgot the number 
of people who must handle it, and also the 
losses incurred through Feb in trans- 
ort and in the course of loading and un- 
ot 

To help distributors and consumers of coal 
in the Free. State. a Press advertising 
campaign has been embarked upon. Arrange- 
ments are also being made for periodical 
tours of combustion engineérs to assist 
merchants to satisfy their customers and to 
assist consumers to get the full heat value 
out of their fuel. The advice given by the 
mgineer would .be quite unbiassed, as the 
Committee is not interested in the sale of 
any particular coal, nor in advocating the use 
of any Ep appliances. 

Mr. John Irwin, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Gordon, said that the setting 
up of this ‘service would be of great 
a sige SM to. the. community. 

Mr. T. Grehan seconded, and Mr. V. A. 
Lam supported the motion, which was 

ssed, 

Mr. Gordon, in reply, said that everyone 
in the coal industry realised that the miners 
‘were very much underpaid at present. The 
industry, however, had been through difficult 
times, and the output had gone down since 
1915 by 65 million tons, though it had 
increased during the past, year by 14 million 
tons. The decline was due to the loss of a 
pumber of markets abroad by Britain, and 
it. was problematical if she would get them 
back again. If the industry could afford to 
do so, it would certainly pay the miners 
better wages, and neither coal producers nor 
distributors were to blame for the present 
position.

At Manchester last night, Johnny King, 
the British bantam-weight champion, beat 
Simon Chavez (Venezuela) on points over 
twelve rounds.

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| THE VIKINGS OF 


‘DUBLIN 


MR. H. O. BRUNSKILL’S 
"LECTURE 


RES, 


Common erro’s concerning the Vikizigs, 
who built the ancient City of Dyflin, now 
called Dublin, were mentioned by Mr. H. 0. 
Brunskill, who lectured last night to the 
Old Dublin Society in the old Lord Mayor's 
Court, William street. He said that in 
852 Olaf the White came to Ireland, built 
the city, and all the Norwegians and Danes 
submitted to his rule. From Dyflin began 
the celebrated Viking movement. 

“This Viking movement that came into 


elsh Christianity ~-as a culture in itself, 
of which the Vikings were very proud. It 
is interesting to note that Charles Haliday 
states that “Pagan and barbarian as they 
were, their religion was less idolatrous, their 
civil institutions not. less perfect, and their 
laws more consonant with human freedom 
than the religion, institutions and laws of 
those civilised Romans who invaded 
Britain.” 

A great many Norse sagas, he said, 
showed that the Vikings of Dyflin were held 
in great esteem. The most important was 
the Volsunga saga, which, the Vikings 
believed, told the story of the origin of 
their race, especially that portion which 
dealt with the fostering of Auslaugh, the 
daughter of Sigurd the Volsung, and of 
Brynhild the Valkyrie, a daughter of the 
god Odin. 

Dyflin, under the Vikings, became a 
great political and commercial town, but it 
was only about a mile in circumference, or 
roughly about the size of St. Stephen's 
Green, The district rcund the city over 
which they held sway extended from the 
River Delvin, above Skerries, to Arklow, in 
the South. Many of the names in this 
district still retain their Norse origin. 

“To say the battles of Brunanburgh 
and Clontarf utterly destroyed the power of 
the Vikings is erroneous, as they main- 
tained a great litical influence in the 
North of England, and held possession of 
the principal seaports of Ireland. The real 
issue at Clontarf in 1014 was a final victory 
for Christianity over paganism, In 
King Sitric (Silken-beard), himself a 
Christian, ' gave a place to Donatus, Bishop 
of Dublin, on which te build a church to 
the Blessed Trinity,’ afterwards called Christ 
Church Cathedral, and in 1096 St. Michan’s 
Church was built.” ;

Belloc said pred ys as useful to establish the 
rvle that certain @ffeets followed almost 
universally from given circumstances, '' For 
instance,” he said, ‘‘nations which depend on 


the command of the sea for their protection 
in the struggle for existence, are almost 
invariably beaten. This was true of Athens 
and Carthage; it is true right down througb 
history, and it is conceivably occurring before 
our eyes to-day.’’ 

“The predominant factor governing the 
development of human culture,” said Mr. 

lloc, “is religion, or, if one prefers the 
word, philosophy. Racial characteristics also 
enter into it to a lesser extent, and economics 
to a still lesser extent,"’ 

He spoke of four aspects to be taken into 
consideration in studying history; two major 
and two minor. he major aspects were 
tradition and documents; the minor, monu- 
ments (that is to say, human fabrics other 
than documents) and general knowledge. 

“The value of the document,’ said Mr. 
Belloc, “is that it is. fixed, The document 
may be an absurd pack of lies, but it is 
unchanging. The disadvantages of documents 
are that they are fabricated by man deliber- 
ately—and. whatever man does deliberately 
contains a pretty large dose of original sin. 
Nowadays it is rather the fashion to sneer at 
tradition, “but tradition, while. it may be 
exaggerated and warped, is sincere. 


VALUE OF TRADITION 


“H studied with reference to the other 
aspects I have mentioned, tradition is 
enormously valuable. There is hardly any 
evidence on the documentary side, regardin 
the Early Church... lf we had to - depen 
entirely on documents, as many people want 
us to do; we could reach no conclusions, We 
only know there was a Mass in the early 
centuries of the Church, becatise universal! 
tradition says there was, and that it was 
called the Fucharist until three or four 
centuries had passed. The tradition of the 
Mass as the central ritual of the Christian 
body goes back and back. It is sustained by 
the bulk and weight of European thought.”’ 

The importance attached to monuments, 
particularly those that were being dug up b 
archeologists, was enormously Seetuasted. 
He said that an Egyptian monument dis- 
covered in Syria was taken by a large 
number of historians to mark the extreme 
limit of the Egyptians’ advance into that 
country, In fact, it was only presumptive 
evidence that the Egyptians had been in that 
place, and it was in no sense evidence that 
they had not progressed further in their in- 
vasion. 

He alluded to the damage done to a monn- 
ment which commemorated the victory of the 
Boyne. In a thousand years’ time (he sug- 
—_ all the monuments might have 
isappeared except, perhaps, one in County 


Cork; then historians might say that this 


monument was conclusive proof at last that 
the famous battle was fought in County Cork, 

“‘ General knowledge,’ continued Mr. Belloc, 
“As perhaps the most valuable thing in the 


study of history. Lack of general knowledge 
can destroy one’s value as an assessor of 
historical evidence ; general knowledge, which 
embraces commonsense, is frequently alien to 
the academic mind, yet it is always the 
ultimate test of historical evidence.” ~ 


Mr. Belloc, citing instances ot scholars’ 
failure in common-sense, said Professor Pol- 
lard, who was possibly the greatest living 
authority on Tudor history, had stated that 
Anne Boleyn was certainly not the cause of 
Henry VIII.’s schism, because “it is not 
credible that the infatuation of a man for a 
woman could have such enormous results.” 

The lecturer also referred to an argument 
over the extent of England’s population be- 
fore the ravages of the great plague. His 
opponent in the matter had adduced statistics 
about the size of church floors to prove that 
the population was small. 

‘He did not know that you do not get 
real and fervent devotion until people are 

rsecuted,’’ said Mr. Belloc. “He did not 
now that in pre-Reformation times, when 
there was no persecution, every Catholic did 
not! go to Mass every Sunday; nor did he 
know that there are several. Masses each 
Sunday.”’ 

The President of University College, Dublin 
(Dr. D. J. Coffey), who presided during the 
lecture, subsequently offered cordial thanks to 
Mr. Belloc.

Local authorities in Clare have received 
from Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, a letter 
stressing the need for efforts to secure an im- 
provement in the general standard of the 
maintenance of burial grounds, 

_The Minister states that many local authori- 
ties took steps some time ago to give effect to 
recommendations made in a previous letter, 
and considerable success had attended their 
efforts to improve the condition of local burial 
grounds. On the other hand, it was noted 
that in too many districts burial grounds still 
showed deplorable evidence of neglect, bein 
overgrown with weeds and briars or cover 
with unsightly heaps of rubbish, while no 
proper lines of demarcation existed between 
the grave spaces. 

He desired to impress. again on the sanitary 
authorities their responsibility as burial 
buards in aegard to the proper main- 
tenance of burial grounds in their respective 
districts, and requested that a fresh impetus 
might be given to the movement for the. im- 
provement of cemeteries, : 

A special effort, he suggests, should be 
made without delay with a view to having all 
the local burial grounds cleaned up before the 
end of the present month, so that by All 
Souls’ Day they might be in a decent and 
seemly condition befitting the hallowed rest- 
ing places of the dead. .

HORSE BOXES THAT MOVED 


An inquest was held yesterday in 


Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin, on the body of 


Patrick Coffey, a married fireman, employed 
by the Great Southern Railways. of Kickham 
road. Inchicore, Dublin, who was crushed 
between a railway engine and a horse box at 
Kingsbridge on last Saturday. 


James Good, driver of the engine, said : 


“T was standing on the footplate, and 
Coffey was keeling on the frame oiling a 
part of the engine. w two 

coming down the line, which joined the line 
we were on at a point just beside the engine. 
I shouted to Coffey. and he tried to jump 
clear, but the horse boxes were too close, 
and he was crushed between them and the 


engine.” 


I saw two horse boxes 


Dr. O'Brien, of the hospital, said that 


Coffev was admitted at about 11.30, and 
died at about 3.30 in the afternoon from 


shock and internal hemorrhage. 


Hugh Burke, shunter. of Henrietta street, 


said that he had shunted the two horse 
boxes np the Kilkenny line, and then left 
them to his assistant. 


The assistant, James Gordon, in evidence, 


said that when the boxes had cleared the 
points, which was about 100 yards from 
where the accident occurred. he ran after. 
them and slowly applied the brakes until 
they came to a standstill. 
the brakes fully on one waggon, and left. 
There was a terrific gale blowing at the 
time, and he thought that, perhaps, this 
might have moved the waggons.
